The adoption of the 
graded syttcm of loboola. -will not 
iieccssltato the issue of $30,000 . of 
IhiihU nor is an iniinediate issue of 
lull Hiiiuiint contemplated in the 
law, nor has it cntere«l into the minds 
nf any of the Board of Truateaelhat 
such an ex|iendlture at present woojd 
l>c wise or necessary, in fact there 
is no pro)iusilion to' Issue (20,000 Ot 
l>onds before the people. There ia a 
very different pi opo-iiion authorized 
by the law. il is "that Ihe city coun- 
cil slmll have authority lo liana city 
bunda to an nniountsHlllcient lo build 
nnd equip iiecc!<s>iry school biiildlii);s 
lorthecily of llopkiiitvillc nml lliu 
ninuuut shall not exceed |20,U0U.
